For  infectious  cases  the  two  motor  ambulances  of  the 
Cefn  Hirgoed  Hospital  are  availab  e. 

For  Non-Infectious  cases  and  accidents,  one  motor 
ambulance  is  available : the  vehicle  is  maintained  by  the 
Council. 

In  both  instances  the  service  has  been  satisfactory. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  provision  is  made  by  the  Local  Authority.  Require- 
ments have  to  be  met  by  the  Queen’s  District  Nurse  and  also 
Nurses  in  private  practice  and  from  the  Nursing  Centre. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  conducted  by 
the  Council.  The  sessions  have  been  held  up  to  November 
1943  at  the  Youth  Club,  Lifeboat  Road,  Porthcaw  — .but 
these  are  now  being  held  temporarily  at  the  First  Aid  Post. 
Conditions  here  are  slightly  better,  but  far  from  satisfactory. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  still  has  to  be  carried  but  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  room,  Council  Offices. 
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ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

Sessions  have  been  held  once  a fortnight  in  temporary 
premises  at  the  W.V.S.  Centre,  Dock  Street,  up  to  November. 
This  Clinic  has  now  also  been  transferred  to  the  First  Aid 
Post. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  both  Clinics  is  definitely 
on  the  increase.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

The  mains  of  the  Porthcawl  Council's  Waterworks  are 
generally  available  throughout  the  District.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  three  outlying  dwelling  houses  and  a few  temporary 
structures,  all  the  properties  in  the  Urban  Area  have  a 
constant  supply  from  the  Waterworks  mains. 

The  Impounding  Reservoir,  situated  in  the  Margam 
Hills,  is  fed  by  the  Craig-yr-Aber  stream,  and  another  supply 
is  obtained  from  the  Cwm  Fadog  stream  nearby. 

As  occasion  demands  additional  water  is  pumped  from 
a borehole  at  Ffynnon  Fawr. 

Before  passing  into  the  service  reservoir,  at  Ty->Coch, 
the  water  supplied  from  the  various  sources  is  filtered  and 
chlorinated.  The  outfit  is  comprised  of  modern  mechanical 
filters,  and  consists  of  six  units  capable  in  the  aggregate  bf 
filtering  30,000  gallons  of  water  per  hour;  chlorination  is 
automatically  (controlled. 

Sufficiency  of  Supplies. 

They  were  adequate  during  this  period,  and  a constant 
supply  was  maintained. 

Steps  taken  to  guard  against  contamination. 

Regular  and  frequent  inspections  are  made  of  the  water 
courses  and  gathering  grounds,  and  periodical  analysis  is 
obtained  of  samples  collected  from  the  different  sources.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered  on  the  com- 
bined system,  one  small  section  in  the  East  Ward  has  a 
separate  arrangement  for  surface  water  diamage. 

Drainage  of  the  Western  section  gravitates  to  a sea  out- 
fall, near  Iron  Gate  Point.  The  major  part  of  the  Eastern 
Section  drains  to  a sewage  sump,  near  the  Gasworks,  wheie 
it  is  pumped  to  another  sea  outfall  at  Newton. 

Occasional  flooding  still  occurs  in  the  low  levels  of  the 
Newton  Area  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall.  As  pre- 
viously reported,  the  execution  of  works  for  remedying  the 
nuisance  had  to  be  postponed. 

Cesspools,  Etc. 

There  are  43  cesspools  and  one  Septic  Tank  receiving  the 
drainage  of  premises  situated  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Area. 
The  necessary  extensions  of  sewers,  with  a view  to  connect- 
ing up  the  drainage  of  these  properties,  is  not  considered 
practicable  at  present. 

THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  PvEFUSE. 
Collection. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  -Council’s  staff  under  the 
Surveyor’s  direction. 

The  frequency  of  collections  was  curtailed  during  the 
war  period,  and  consists  of  two  clearances  from  the  hotels 
and  business  premises  and  one  from  the  remainder  of  the 
Town,  weekly. 

Indiscriminate  dumping  of  house  refuse  in  the  back 
lanes,  etc.,  has  been  the  subject  of  numerous  complaints. 

Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “controlled  tipping”  in  a dis- 
used quarry  site  near  Sker  Farm.  All  the  refuse  deposited 
on  the  ‘dump’  is  levelled  off  into  layers  about  six  feet  in  depth 
and  top-dressed  with  nine  inches  of  soil,  sand  or  other  suit- 
able material  for  covering. 

Back  Lanes. 

Every  .effort  is  made  to  keep  the  back  lanes  of  the 
District  in  as  clean  and  passable  a state  as  present  circum- 
stances will  allow.  The  necessary  improvements  in  surfac- 
ing and  drainage,  etc.,  can  only  be  effected  when  it  is 
practicable  to  put  into  operation  the  Private  Street  Works 
Act. 
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The  indiscriminate  tipping  of  refuse  in  these  lanes,  by 
householders  in  the  vicinity,  is  the  cause  of  serious  nuisance, 
particularly  during  the  summer  months. 

Despite  the  regu’ar  collection  of  refuse  by  the  Council’s 
cleansing  vehicles,  many  householders  persist  in  this  habit, 
and  byelaws  should  be  introduced  for  dealing  with  offenders.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  19  as  compared  with 
one  in  1942.  Three  only  of  these  19  cases  had  been  im- 
munised. By  swabbing  of  contacts  at  school  one  case  was 
found  to  be  a carrier.  After  this  child  was  notified  there 
was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease.  One  of  the  cases 
notified,  and  who  had  been  immunised,  was  a very  mild  case. 

Artificial  Immunisation. 

Artificial  immunisation  was  carried'  out  at  regular 
intervals  during  the  year,  when  286  were  immunised,  and  43 
received  their  first  injection. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  35  cases  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  7 during  1942.  Two  cases  only  were  isolated  and 
treated  at  home.
